for Constitutional Rights 


NEW YORK—The most important 
meet ing of suffragists of the year was | 
held here today when the advisory ay 
cil of the Congressional Union for Wom- 
an Suffrage assembled at the home of | 
Mrs. 0. H. P. Belmont, Medison avenue, | 
to plan for the near future. The con-{ 


‘ference resulted in the adoption of a! 


while the United States Con- 
gress is not in session. 

The constitution provides for a deter- 
mined effort to have Congress adopt a 
resolution to submit a federal amend- 
ment embodying the proposition of Susan 
B. Anthony to enfranchise women by na- 
tional action. It declares anew the pur- 
pose of the Congressional Union to re- 
main non-partizan in dealing withthe | 
political parties of the United States. 

It was the concensus of Opinion of | 
those participating in the meeting of | 
the ‘advisory council that organizations 
to supplement the work of the Washing- 
ton office of the Congressional ~ Union 
should be put ‘in’ motion im every state 
in the Union.

As at present arranged-the elections will 
be held May 10-23. M. Venizelos will, he 
‘announced at a private meeting of depu- 
| ties and political friends, make a state- 

iment in a-few days’ time, 

| Meanwhile he objected to an officia! 
communique implying, that he had 
agreed to sufrender Ravella: With a view 
to protecting Greece from danger from 
| Bulgaria, adding that no territorial con- 
‘cession had been made at the time he 
relinquished his office. 

| On the contrary he said the entente 
powers have expressed a desire that 
Greece would not insist on Serbia re- 
| fusing to make a concession to Bulgaria 
since the compensation to bé .made to 
Greece in other directions would com- 
| pensate her to a great extent for the 
advantages gained by Bulgaria in the 
/event ‘of a portion of Serbia-Macedonia 
being ceded to her. 

Bulgaria, M. Venizelos added, will sure- 
ly gain benefits from both sides, whether 
| she remains neutral or not. “She has al- 
| ready been offered compensation on con- 
'dition she remains neutral. Had Greece 
| decided to move, Bulgaria. would not 

‘have dared to attack her, since in the

There has been favorably reported in | 
the Massachusetts House of Representa - 
tives a bill to develop many of the im- 
portant highways of western Massachu- 
isetts. This is said to be the largest un- 
| dertaking proposed by the commonwealth 
‘in western Massachusetts since the build- 
ing of the Hoosae tunnel and is expected 
to help toward the solution of the long- 
standing problem of transportation facil- 
ities in the western end of the state. It | 
calls for an appropriation of $2,500,000. 

The bill was reported by the commit- 
tee on roads and bridges after a confer- 
fence with the highway commission. It 
is ‘said to have the approval of Governor 
Walsh. 

The proposed development closely fol-

Although 
nearly the whole of the stock has been 
sold, the high freight rates prevent the 
purchasers from carrying out their con- 
tracts. Consequently the interim divi- 
dend of 31-3 per cent has been canceled 
entirely. Altogether there is, an un- 
realized profit of £3155 for the year, 
against a profit of £8100 in the pre- 
ceding year, when a 10 per cent dividend 
was paid, So, for the time being, there 
is less interest roused by the mention 
of mines in Spain, be they of gold, or 
copper, or iron, than for ages past.

In the Grodno region the 
Germans are stil) retreating, and a state- 
ment has been issued indicating that 
the movement is self-initiated and that 
the troops are to be used elsewhere. On 
the other hand, Petrograd states that 
the retreat is being carried out under 
pressure, following the complete discom- 
fiture of two army corps about Feb. 27. 
This discomfiture followed on the cap- 
ture by the Russians, after very severe 
fighting, of hill 1003, which commands 
the whole region of operations near 
Grodno and where the Russians took 
1000 prisoners. The hill was defended 
by the twenty-first German army corps, 
which lost, according .to Russian caleula- 
tions, some 15,000 men. 

After this the Germans acted on the 
defensive, the Russians capturing village | 


after village, checked only by artillery | 
fire, but not by counter-attacks. Ger- | 
man heavy guns no longer bombard Oso- | 
wiec, and it would seem that Von Hin- 
denburg’s chance of taking this fortress 
is once again ’slipping away.

WAR ATTITUDE OF 
TRINITY COLLEGE 
IN IRELAND SEEN |

LONDON—Dr. J. P. Mahaffy, provost | 
of Trinity College, Dublin, in a letter 
to the Times, explains the position of 
Trinity College as regards the special 
university legislation recently brought 
forward in the House of Commons. 

It will, Dr. Mahaffy says, perhaps 
create surprise among many members of 
our university both at home and abroad, 
that our board has taken no step to 
associate Trinity College, Dublin, with 
the universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in seeking special powers to deal 
with the present emergency. So long | 
as the making of statutes for us lay in 
the hands of the crown, such action on 
our part ‘would have been, not only de- 
sirable but necessary. We, too, have 
sent hundreds of our students into ac- 
tive service; we, too, have the incomes 
of the college and of the Tutor Fellows 
in the college gravely impaired; we, too, 
may find it desirable to lend, in order 
to enable the college and its staff to 
weather the storm. But most fortu- 
nately we obtained in 1911 letters 
patent from his present Majesty which | 
gave us the powers we required. In 
these letters, section 29, the King re- 
signs to us the power of making or al- 
tering statutes which was vested in‘the 
crown since the charter of Charles I. 

For our needs. therefore, Dr.. Mahaffy 
adds, an act of Parliament is not neces- 
sary. Here, as in some other matters, 
our university has taken a step in ad- 
vance of her elder sisters.

ATTITUDE OF 
SOCIALISTS IN 
ALSACE SHOWN 


Efforts Told of Chauvinist So- 
cial Democrats to Influence 
Workers in Favor of Germany

PARIS, France—L’Humanité, which is 
‘keeping its readers well informed. with 
regard to the movement urging resist- 
ance to militarism in the ranks of the 
German Social Democracy, has now pub- 
lished information obtained via Switzer- 
land, of the stand which the Socialists of 
Alsace are making against the efforts of 
the chauvinist Social Democrats to influ- 
ence the workers in favor of Germany 
remaining in Jspisoitanes of Alsace Lor- 
taine. 

In Strasburg, the daily Socialist paper, 
the Freie Presse, whose editor is Pier- 
otes, deputy for Colmar in the Reichs- 
tag, is the only paper accepted by the 
people, because of the firm attitude 
which it has preserved, and because of 
the clever way in which it manages to 
publish true news without giving the Ger- 
man military authorities an excuse for 
its suppression. At Mulhausen, the So- 
cialigst paper had not been published 
since the beginning of the war, until the 
executive of the Social Democrat party 
succeeded in persuading Leopold Emmel, 
its proprietor, deputy for Mulhausen in 
the Reichstag, that the Mulhauser Volks- 
zeitung should appear. This step was met 
by the strong opposition of the work- 
men of Mulhausen, and the former man- 
ager, an Alsatian, refused to resume his 


_work. This opposition was greatly en- 
‘hanced by the publication of articles in 


which it was shown, that, unless Alsace 


' Lorraine remained German, she would be

approval of Emmel’s attitude, the So- 
cialist group of the municipal council re- 
moved him from the post of president 
and appointed a new committee, pre- 
sided over by two Alsatians. The very 
fact that such action should have been 
possible in a country under German mili- 
tary dictatorship shows the power of 
Alsatian Socialist opinion.

We are 
deep in war and we have to summon all 
our strength to beat our enemies,. and 
especially subdue our most dangerous 
enemy, England; but the war must be 
followed by a peace which will insure 
quiet and assured work. This work must 
be performed in conjunction with other 
peoples whom we cannot exterminate, 
who will renew their intercourse with us 
as we with them. The war has now 


been proceeding for seven months, and 
the end of it is not yet in sight. But the 
passions with which it is being waged 
require purification, since, happily, times 
of peace are continuous and times of 
war only interruptions.

For her appearance before a Boston 
public Miss Bishop chose to play Beeth- 
oven and Schumann.

study—in fact, probably too much, too 
long-continued study. She will play this 
music much better when coming back to 
it at some future time. There was no 
light and shade to the sonata. .The 
player of Beethoven must perforce bring 
much to Beethoven. One who plays as 
heavily as Miss Bishop does, will not) 
get happy results with his music. She 
gets a hard tone and a heavy effect. 
They are not so much the result of force 
as of method or attitude. . The keyboard 
of a piano is not a thing to do something 
to—but with. 

The Schumann symphonic studies were 
played with better understanding. There 
was phrasing here and good melody play- 
ing, though all keyed alike in mood and 
dynamics. The pianist was having trou- 
ble with her notes. Schumann is hard 
to memorize. as hard as Schuett. It is 
quite impossible to play imaginatively |r 
until the notes have been subjugated and 
only musical ideas are -before one. 

Miss Egerter’s singing disclosed a 
voice of some brilliancy and little qual- 
ity. She has had good training. The 
brilliancy is exploited-to the utmost. 
But alone it is little. Even with the 
fine phrasing there are always wanting 
the color, quality, variety of tone effect 
needed to interpret songs. By putting 
more of the chest tone into the mixture 
Miss Egerter probably would get a more 
telling effect. Her best work in the 
songs was with the Grieg, “Im Kahne.” 
The “Manon” gavotte was done well. 

A bright spot of the evening’s enter- 
tainment was the good playing by Miss 
Bishop of Jeffery’s “Danse Polonaise” 
(manuscript). She had had the advan- 
tage of instruction by the composer, a 
local teacher. It is a -worthy composi- 
tion.

WOMEN WHO. TRAVEL ON BUSINESS 


When traveling was looked upon by | 
women only as°a pleasure, a recreation | 
and an aid to education there was much | 
to recommend it, but since there has 
| been found in traveling a means of con- | 
siderable remuneration*it has taken on 
even greater .attractiveness for many. 
Women have learned to make capital of | 
their travels in many ways.. When. a| 
newspaper woman went around the 
world in a surprisingly ‘short time and | 
attracted widespread attention it Was 
considered an innovation in traveling for 
remuneration. Equally so. was the trip 
made. by another who, in company with 
her husband, went to. the Congo in search 
of traces of ancient African civilizations 
for the British Museum. Women arch- 
eologists have gone to Mexico and Sauth | 
America and dug out many reli¢s left 
by the Aztecs, Peruvians, and the origi- 
nal- tribes along the Amazon river. An- 
other woman has written extensively 
on Egyptian hieroglyphics, which she 
traveled far to study. There are many 
women who'will travel this summer and 
pay their expenses by means of some 
work which the trip offers. 

“Just think,’ wrote a woman to a) 
friend, “I am going to China, Japan and' 
the Philippines this summer, and make 
my expenses from the trip. One of the 
newspapers has engaged a series of ar- 
ticles to be written while I am gone 
and that will help out; then I shall 
buy: embroideries and silks for a Japan- 
ese store. I have estimated that the 
profit from the two lines of work. will 
pay the cost of the trip.” 

It is not unusual to hear of: women 
conducting parties and making con- 
siderable money. Such women = ar- 
range for accommodations on _ trains, 
steamers, carriages and at hotels; pur- 
chase tickets, look after baggage and 
supply information about the places -f 
interest.

Facing north- 
wards on Pall Mall and southwards son 
Carlton gardens and St. James’ park, 
j adjoining on the east the Carlton Club, 
and westwards overlooking the remain- 
ing portion of the old war office in the 
direction of Marlborough House, the club 
buildings, presenting a vast expanse of 
Whitbed- Portland stone in the style of 
Louis Quatorze, stretch for 228 feet 
along the pavement and rise to a height 
of 80 feet. The massive simplicity of

customs facilities, and the reception of 
members on their arrival abroad by 
agents appointed by the R. A. C. 

The elaborate provision for the com- 
fort of members, exemplified in the 
travel department, is to be observed 
again in such adjuncts to the club as 
the swimming bath, 85 feet by 30 fect 


of water, 8 feet 6 inches deep at its 
deepest and shallowing to 6 feet | 
inches, and 4 feet 6 inches at the ends. 
Round this clear pool, massive mosaic 
columns have their bright colorings ad- 
Sicilian 
marble floor, while at night Pompeiian 
lamps make a wonderfully striking 
spectacle. The water in this pool is 
always fresh, for it is regularly with- 
drawn by pumps and circulated over 
plate-glass louvers in the open. Before 
it returns to the bath~it is. forced 
through a filter of gravel and sand from 
which the impurities are regularly with- 
drawn by compressed air, and even then 
it has to pass through heated coils to 
restore it to the proper temperature; 
and as requirements dictate fresh water 
ts added from the main. In the base- 
ment also are the Turkish baths, plunge 
baths, fencing room, in charge of a 
well-known maitre d’armes, the shoot- 
ing gallery, the squash racquets courts, 
and similar attractions. 

The benefits of organization are very 
admirably seen in the kitchen, where 
the former chef of King Edward VII. 
controls, from a glass-walled office on a 
raised floor, the workings of a vast ma- 
chine. On all sides he can see consid- 
erable rooms divided by low-tiled walls 
surmounted by glass screens, each room 
devoted to a particular duty, superin- 
tended by its supreme baker, pastry- 
cook or other minor chef. In the center 
of the main kitchen are two huge ranges 
with four coal fires each, and eight 
ovens. Efficiency is seen also in the gas 
roaster driven by a water turbine, and 
in the 60-gallon stock pot so fitted that 
it can be tilted to pour out a cupful of 
stock and no more, in the hot counter 
extending the length of the kitchen 
where the waiters receive the dishes or- 
dered, in the many service lifts and in 
the special lifts by which waiters can 
slip up and down to the dining room 
without a moment’s delay. 

When organization is most perfect, 
however, it is least noticeable, and mem- 
bers would not discover, if they were 
not told, that six times in every hour 
the air in each of the great rooms is 
replaced by fresh air. Every hour 2,500.- 
000 cubic feet of clean, drv, warm air is 
pumped into the club. The impure air 
is driven by two 25-inch sirocco fans 
along a huge subway, at one end 14 feet 


under the building to the vicinity of the 
park. And before the fresh air dare 
enter the club it is washed atd dried and

Mr. Gettemy called the attention of 
the Legislature to the question as to the 
constitution and its provisions that a 
census of the ratable polls shall be taken 
on the first of Mav, a year ago, when he 
put in his recommendation for an appro- 
priation and the bill ordering the census, 
but at that time the committee on rules 
had a number of petitions for admission 
of matters before it and it rejected them 
all, including this one of the director of 
the census.

LONDON—Mr. J. B. Braithwaite, the} § 


chairman of the County of London 
Electric Supply Company, presiding at 
their recent annual meeting was able 
to report a successful year’s work. Al- 
though the earnings of most London 
electric supply companies has been ad- 
versely affected by the recent restric- 
tions in lighting of the streets and other 
drawbacks incidental to the past few 


months, the County of London Company, 
having the advantage of a large indus- 
trial area, together with excellent 
technical and general management, has 
been able not only to maintain its posi- 
tion, but to make considerable progress. 

The gross profits show an increase of 
more than 7 per cent, while the net 
profits are up some 10 per cent over the 
previous year’s results. The increased 
cost of coal has also not necessitated 
any advance in the rates over the supply 
of current, and the expansion of the 
company’s business is shown in the large 
increase in connections of 5206 kw. 
The company has also been able to 
obtain a long term contract for supply- 
ing electricity in bulk to Sutton, Car- 
shalton, and the Cheam district. Satis- 
faction was expressed at the action the 
company had taken in promoting a bill 
in Parliament, the object of which was 
to secure an extension of tenure and 
unification of electricity supply in Lon- 
don, which meant company management 
under municipal control. Although the 
desired end was not yet in sight the 
board intended to continue to urge its 
policy of unification.

According to Chairman Cole the trip 
was decided upon as the result of in- 
spection of recent plans for the develop- 
ment of Boston’s transportation system. 
Walter Stewart Kelley of this city has 


made a comprehensive plan in the rough 
for a general centralization of Boston’s 
freight and passenger business. 

Mr. Kelley’s idea is to fill in the South 
bay for union freight terminals for all 
the roads entering Boston and to cover 
the space with freight car’ storage tracks. 
He would have spur lines radiate from 
the terminal district to’ the different 
wholesale -and ~manufacturing centers. 
Boston & Albany yards at Exeter and 
Boylston streets, Mr. Kelley would con- 
vert into a great central passenger ter- 
minal for all of the railroads entering 
the city. Four great tunnels would con- 
nect the freight and passenger stations 
with the New Haven and Boston & 


Maine railroads and the Commonwealth

enough to win the conference. Yet a 
good man would beat him. He is tena- 
cious and has lots of fight. Peckinpaugh, 
175, won the conference last year. He 
has great strength but is awkward and 
; doesn’t know the game thoroughly. In 
Redmon, 195, Indiana has a new man 
for the heavyweight class from the 


sophomores, but I don’t see how he can 
win much, as he is awkward. 

“However, Drollinger of the senior 
class is the best wrestler in the confer- | 
ence. Last year he went east to Cor: 
nell and got a decision over the man 
who later won the eastern intercollegi- 
ate, so he looked then the best in the 
country. Drollinger is really a _ 158- 
pound man but Captain Demmon is also 
of this weight and I hear they are train- 
ing Drollinger down to 145. This is too 
low for him. I read, I believe, that a 
Chicago man, Captain Mahannah ’16, had 
got a decision over Drollinger in a dual 
meet recently. This. indicates that 
Drollinger has slumped and his chances 
are weakened. Demmon, they say, has 
improved wonderfully so that he is dis- 
tinctly better than Drollinger. He has 
had more experience and has gone to 
the conference twice. 

“Illinois is good. They beat Indiana 
ance this year, at Mlinois, but I see In- 
diana claims the referee was poor. In- 
diana beat them on the return match. 
If Leichering is back he will make a 
great showing. He has wonderful en- 
durance and knows the game.” Illinois’ 
wrestlers tied Chicago in a dual meet 
last Friday. Runnerburg of the Illini 
showed well. i 

“Iowa has a good chance,” continued 
Dean Jones. “They have a heavyweight, 
a tackle on the football team weighing 
215 pounds, who ought to win. He 
gave Davis in last year’s conference the 
hardest rub he ever had. Gran, a little 
fellow in the 135 class, ought to win 
this year. He is certainly a beautiful 
wrestler. He got second last year, I 
think. ‘ 

“Nebraska has a man who won the con- 
ference in the 145-pound class. He is 
very good and should win. If Drollinger 
has this slump he will‘ beat him. 

“Wisconsin has some good young fel- 
lows. They didn’t win much but made 
a good showing last year. One boy from 
the navy made a fine’ impression. 

“If Chicago has any man who can get 
a decision over Drollinger it will figure. 
Minnesota didn’t make much of an im- 
pression last year. Ohio state has not 
sent teams. Purdue has made a fair 
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showing this year. It has never "oat 
sent a team to the conference. 

“This is Northwestern’s first year. It 
takes a long time to develop a team. 
I wae atit five years at Indiana. We 
have 25 to 30 men out and some good 
freshmen. We don’t expect to do much 
this season but we may figure a little 
next year.”

Alcohol and Labor 


A WEEK or so ago an English paper published a cartoon of a 
gin bottle and a whisky bottle, on the usual spidery legs, staggering 
home through a London street, from the curb of whose pavement 
Mr. Lloyd George, in the garb of a policeman, watched them with 
a suspicious and threatening glance. The draughtsman probably 
knew well enough the views of the Chancellor'of the Exchequer 
on the subject of drink, for it-is not Mr. Lloyd George’s habit stu- 
diously to disguise his opinions. Last Monday, however, the Chan- 
cellor, speaking to a deputation of ship owners, summed.up his view 
of the situation by declaring that the country was fighting Austria, 
Germany, and drink, and that he thought drink was the most dan- 
gerous of the three. 

A very. great number of people in the United Kingdom share 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s opinion, and it is an open secret 
that the government is contemplating giving effect to the proposals, 
which Mr. Lloyd George and other ministers have urged upon it, 
by stringently increasing the restrictions on the sale of alcoholic 
liquors, even if they do not go as far as bringing the whole country 
Within the ring of prohibition, during the duration of the present 
war. So far the United Kingdom has permitted France and Russia 
to lead the way in this campaign. The advantages of prohibition 
which have accrued to those countries, however, have proved so over- 
whelming that Mr. Asquith’s cabinet seems to have come to the con- 
clusion that a false sense of liberty of action must not be accepted 
as a reason for permitting its labor output to be limited, at the very 
moment when that output is of such extreme importance to the 
nation. The Chancellor, in his remarks to the deputation, was per- 
fectly frank on this point. The only reason, he told it, why the 
government had not interfered before was a fear of running con- 
trary to the sentiment of the country. In other words, that to 
enforce prohibition in the face of the people’s dread of interference 
with the most treasured of all its assets, the liberty of the subject, 
would be to court failure. ; 

The liberty of the subject, however, the country has apparently 
begun to see, may be translated into bestowing on the subject the 
liberty of the public house. It is absolutely notorious that the gains 
of the public house have gone up in proportion to the decrease of 
the labor output, with the result that the point has at last apparently 
been reached when, the government feels that popular opinion is so 
surely behind it, that it can take the step of reducing the liquor 
interests to order before they reduce the country to disorder. } 

It was said, a generation ago, by a minister of the Crown, 
without apparently any conception of the significance of his own 
words, that the country had once more drunk itself out of debt. 
The present Chancellor of the Exchequer sees, no doubt, through 
the shallowness of. such reasoning, the concrete fact that countries 
can only drink themselves out of the debt they have drunk them- 
selves into. ‘The indirect effect of drink in the Russian Empire 
was the acceptance of Monday as a dies non, with the consequence 
of reducing the working week to five days, at the expense of 
both capital and labor. The indirect effect of absinthe in France 
was the phenomenon known as the Apache. If it is true, and 
there is no’ reason to doubt the statement, that the combination of 
gin and whisky has reduced the capacity of the stevedores of 
Liverpool and the riveters of Newcastle beyond that of ordinary 
peace time, it is clear that on the Tyne and on the Mersey there 
is a custom much more to be honored in the breach than in the 


Observance than any that may ever have been prevalent upon the ~ 


Sound. Having made up his mind what the real enemy is, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer is not likely to hesitate in striking 
at it without more ado. Cowardice has never been charged to 
Mr. Lloyd George’s account. He will make no more of the loss 
to the revenue than of any other difficulty which he may be called 
upon to face in the matter. “We have got,” he said, in addressing 
the ship owners, “to settle with Austria and Germany, but in order 
to do this we shall have first to settle with drink.” 


Complexion of the United States Senate 


A SINGLE defeat does not always put a national party in the 
United States completely out of power; a single victory does not 
always completely restore it to power. It sometimes requires 


repeated victories and a number of years to establish political par- 


tizan supremacy at Washington. A presidential victory may be a 


barren triumph so far as legislation is concerned. Republican Presi- 


dents have been without support from one or other house, or 
from both houses, of Congress. Throughout his whole first term 


_-President Cleveland’s hands were practically tied by oppoSition at 
the other end of the avenue. 


For a considerable period President 
McKinley was without full support from the legislative branch of the 


government. This could not be the casein countries having responsi- 


ble ministries. It is possible in the United States for the President 


to be of one'party throughout his entire term, while the House and 


Senate are of another party. 
The landslide that placed Woodrow Wilson in the White House 


'gave him also a majority in both houses of Congress, a large 


majority in the lower, a small majority in the upper. The reces- 
sion from Democracy last year reduced the administration majority 


in the House but it left the President's support in the Senate un- 


weakened. Democrats in the present Senate number fifty-six, Repub- 
licans thirty-nine, and there is one Progressive. The Democrats, 
therefore, have a clear majority of sixteen over all. “On March 4, 
1917, the terms of seventeen Democrats, fourteen Republicans and 
Successors to these will be elected in 
November, 1916. As pointed out by the Washington correspondence 
of The Christian Science Monitor, to gain a majority of one in the 
Senate the Republicans must first of ‘all elect every one of the four- 


teen Republicans whose terms are to expire, capture the place held — 


by one Progressive, and take eight seats away from the Democrats. 
The advantage is, therefore, with the latter, or it would be in ordi- 
nary circumstances. There is always the possibility of a revulsion 
in politics.

An impartial view of the situation as it appears today will not, 
we believe, make allowance for an extraordinary upheaval in M16. 
The Democratic policies are held responsible for many things and 
criticism of them is not always confined to Republicans, but admin- 
istration policies have never been unanimously applauded, have 
never escaped censure. Yet, speaking for the. present, there is not 
visible along the political horizon in the United States anything to 
indicate that popular opinion is tending toward landslide conditions. 
What is visible isa disposition on the part of the great mass of 
the. people to weigh the accomplishments of the administration 
against 1ts mistakes and to view the net result with approval. What 
turn public sentiment may hereafter take will be determined verv 
largely by the attitude of the Democratic-party toward questions 
The 
next twelve months rather than the past twenty-four will influence 
definitely the political opinion of the American electorate. 


-Canada’s Big Crop Movement 


Wuart Canada is doing toward meeting the demand for food- 
stuffs in Great Britain, certain to be extraordinary next winter 
whether the war shall have ended or not, is interesting in itself. 
The Dominion is showing its lgyalty to the mother coyntry in many 
ways. There is none of the‘glamour of militarism in the activity 
that has developed in its agricultural districts. But there is as much 
earnestness of purpose on fhe farms as can be found in the trenches. 
And as much unselfish devotion to duty. Food is no less necessary 
to Great Britain's welfare just now than soldiers or munitions. 
Canada is contributing her share of the three, but it is with the 
economic rather than with the patriotic phase of the question that 
we are concerned at present. , , 

For example, Canada finds that whereas she raised twenty-two 
bushels of fall wheat to the acre, on an average, in years up to 
1914, it is possible by better farming for her to increase produc- 
tion to fifty-two bushels. ‘Spring wheat has heretofore yielded but 
eighteen bushels to the acre; it can be increased to thirty-three 
bushels. Barley-can be brought up from twenty-seven to sixty- 
nine bushelS, oats from thirty-five to ninety-one, corn from fifty- 
six to 200, peas from sixteen to thirty-seven, beans from eighteen 
to fifty, potatoes from 158 to 450. These increases in production, 
it should be stated, have been proven possible on experimental farms 
under intensive ‘cultivation, and instruction in intensive cultivation 
is now open to all Canadianefarmers who desire it. 

It is not expected that the maximum results can be obtained at 
this stage by the average farm worker, but it is believed that under 


‘the intensive system production represented by some middle ground, 


between the two sets of figures quoted, is attainable. It would 
ean a tremendous increase in the volume of Canadian production 
if the maximum should be considerably reduced.

Patentee Control of Retail Vending 


ANOTHER decision by a high federal court on the vexing issue 
of the precise extent-of authority conferred by his patent right and 
monopoly on the maker of goods or mechanisms, has been rendered, 
and, like many recent court rulings, challenges the assumption of 
a producer to define unchanging conditions under which ‘the thing 
he makes shall be sold to consumers. Into the details of this latest 
test case, and tlie shadings of the decision as’the court differentiates 
between its verdict and that of other tribunals when dealing with 
the same broad problem, we shall not go. Suffice it here to call 
attention to the fact that the judiciary, in whatever terms the judges 
formulate their decisions, always does so with evident solicitude for 
the middleman and the ultimate consumer, Evidence and argument 
that the real if not always the apparent interests of these large 
groups of citizens are best conserved by protecting the patentee are 
always produced by his legal counsellors and representatives in the 
litigation. Thus both bench and bar indicate clearly that the ver- 
dict ultimately will rest with the side that makes out the best case for 
the economic interests of this element of the population. The crux of 
the contest is over what method works best for this end. Shall the 
monopoly right that goes with a patent for a definite period of time, 
cover vending as well as making the product, and be as unreserved 
in the one case as in the other? 

If the controversy is more acute than it used to’ be it should 
not occasion surprise, for it is an age of challenge of private monop- 
oly; and any extensions of its claimed rights which it may think it 
prudent to make are bound to be questioned. When privilege in 
general is under suspicion it is not surprising that society asks 
patentees questions formerly not propounded, and that the demand 
mounts for more serious ¢onsideration, by Congress and by the 
people, of the national patent system, the workings of the patent 
office,'and the social effects of the patent monopoly privilege. - Here 
is a case where, because of the vast property interests at stake, and 
because of crucial litigation, the judiciary seems to:be ahead of both 
the executive and legislative arms of the federal government, in 
doing some fundamental ‘thinking; for the court decisions of late 
have been many and penetrating. 


Booksellers and Cut Prices 


OnE of the newer issues facing federal lawmakers.when they 
next assemble will be the¢ristng demand for some legislation favor- 
able to the contention, which the federal courts are inclined to deny, 
that resale prices of goods, determined by their maker or by organi- 
zations of retailers, shall be legal. The demand for the right to main- 
tain prices is restricted to “identified merchandise for voluntary pur- 
chase, made and sold under competitive conditions.’’ That is the 
way the committee of the National Chamber of Commerce recently 
defined the situation as it is seen by persons who have no’ sympathy 
with monopoly, but who are opposed to what they call a “guerrilla 
form” of business. ay 

If they cooperate, manufacturers and retailers undoubtedly can 


bring strong pressure to bear upen Congress; and among the inter- 


ests so represented will be publishers of books and retail merchants 
who form the American Association of Booksellers. In sympathy 


- with them are the authors to whose work they give publicity and. a

Consequently it.is in behalf 
of the creative literary output of the country that the “book trade” 
is to ask Congress, when it next assembles, for action: thwarting 
competition carried to an extreme. : | | 

A deep-rooted political tradition of the country is averse to 


anything that checks free and. effective distribution of literature, — 
If the publishers can. make 


whether in book or periodieal form. 
Congress see that, as-they claim, general community interests de- 
teriorate where book shops pine or cease to be, and that “new legi3- 
lation. and new interpretations of old legislation, not intended to 
apply to the book trade, are making the sale of books increasingly 


difficult.” then.Congress will act. 


Of course, a President who was an author and a foeman of 
those who scoff at “mere literature,”’ even before he became an inno- 
vator and pioneer in educational administration and a_ political 
leader, may reasonably be expected. to use his influence insbehalf of 
his ¢raft and the business it fosters. . 


Cooperation of Education and Industry 


DwrRING the past few vears considerable progress has been made 
in Great Britain in the direction of technical education, and in, 
London and many of the larger provincial towns provision is made 
for technical education second to none. The birth of this branch 
of education is traceable to the remarkable technical efficiency dis- 
played by Germany,- and the effort which.is now being made in. 
England to bring about a more thorough cooperation between educa- 
tion afd the industrial-arts is a tribute to the thoroughness by which 
the Germans have achieved an almost unparalleled expansion’ 


of trade. ey : 


The divorce between education and industry in the United 
Kingdom has, for many decades past, been complete, and the neces- 
sity as well as the desirability of bringing them into union has 
received an impetus which must have a heneficial effect on the com- 
merce of the country. The quality of the best English work is 
admittedly of the highest order, but :f a higher standard generally 
of workmanship, and a greater artistic perfection are to be attained, 
a closer. cooperation is needed between individual artists and crafts- 
men and trade designers than exists at present. But this in itself 
will not attain the desired end, unless the public -also is educated 
to desire a higher standard, and the education of the public requires 


. as much attention as, if not more than, that of industry. 


The features of German industry whieh have commanded suc- 
cess are energy and resourcefulness on the part of the manufac- 
turers in finding fresh markets and in adapting themselves to the 
needs of those markets. To these qualities they have added untir- 
ing efforts to improve the quality of their work by applying educa- 
tional cooperation to their manufactures. 

Recognizing the success thus achieved, the boards of trade and 


education in.England have mutually given their support to a move- 


ment which it is hoped will stimulate public interest, and- so create 
an intelligent demand for a-higher standard generally, which mer-. 
cantile training, unstipportéd: by sucht’ demand, will be laboring in 
vain to achieve. This end would be more*readily attained were 
manufacturers prepared to substitute a cooperative basis in their 
business for a-competitive one. 


How Mr. Frohman’s Protest Falls Short 

CHARLES FROHMAN, héfetofore silent on the subject, has at 
length given frank and free expression to his ‘sentiments on the cut- 
rate theater-ticket question, and he is careful to say that his words 
should be received by his fellow managers rather in the light of a 
warning than a criticism. The practise of selling seats to some 
patrons at a certain rate and. selling the same kind of seats to other 
patrons at a discount running to 50 per cent—the low prices being 
made to induce the attendance of those unable or unwilling to pay the 
regular price—has.spread beyond the boundaries of Greater New 
York, but it is to the theatrical managers of Manhattan that Mr. 
Frohman: addresses himself in particular: Unless this practise is 
stopped, he says at the outset, it will continue to spread until it dis- 
graces and demoralizes the business. In his opinion the system means 
dishonesty toward the authors who write the plays, dishonesty toward 
the public which pays to see the plays, and, in the end, dishonesty 
toward the managers themselves, because they are introducing a 
method of dealing that is calculated to encourage dishonesty among 
their employees. | 

Mr. Frohman'makes a special plea for the playwright, because, 
as he holds, wherever this practise exists the playwright must lose a 
share of his royalties on every cut-rate ticket. The receipts due the 
playwright, he asserts, have always been sacred: However this may 
be, the rights of the theater-goer, as thousands:in every large city 
are aware, have not always been held sacred by theater managers ; 
in innumerable instances they have not been regarded by the box 


office with:common respect. ' : oo 
Mr.-Frohman’s protest is timely, but it does not, as we think 


it.should, go to the root of the evil nor lay the responsibility where.. 


it really belongs. The cut-rate system is a natural and mevitable 
consequence of the brokerage and scalper systems. «The minute the 
theaters opened the way to discrimination in price-fixing by the recog- 
nition of brokerage in tickets they also opened the way for the 
scalper system. A supposedly respectable way of encouraging a 
speculative market for tickets soon broke ground.for a disreputable 
way. The broker affected the few, comparatively speaking; the 
scalper affected the multitude. The report from the box office that 
all seats were sold, followed by the announcement from the scalper, 
a few feet away from the box office, that he hada stock of choice 
seats on hand, combined in time to disgust regular patrons of the 
legitimate drama and to keep them away from the theater 
altogether. F 

‘To fill seats that otherwise would be empty, certain of the man- 
agers, in New York and outside of it, are now engaging in the very 
reprehensible business of favoring some at the expense of others. 
The person who is on the cut-rate list gets a $2 seat for $1. The 


person who is not on the cut-rate list must pay twice as much for - 


his seat as the occupant of the next chair. Mr. Frohman is unques- 
tionably right when he warns the managers engaged in this prac- 
tise that it will lead to disgrace and demoralization, but he-is in 
error, we believe, in assuming that reform in this particular is the 
only thing necessary to the restoration of the theatrical business to 
public esteem and to prosperity. The fundamental requisite is that 
the theater shall be conducted with less regard for money at any 


cost and more regard for morality j mcpartments, . , 
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
